Jet Perpetual Motion 


On the face of it, the feat of an Air Corps officer 
in flying from Britain to this country nonstop in a 
jet fighter doesn’t look like much. That’s because the 
average speed attained by Col. David C. Schilling wa.s 
less than that set by a commercial plane over4he same 
distance some time ago. And a companion plane had to 
be ditched by its pilot when it ran out of fuel over 
Labrador. Happily the pilot ‘chuted safely and was 
rescued. 
But the difference between the speeds of Colonel 
Schilling’s jet and the air liner can be disposed of by 
pointing out that the commercial plane enjoyed the 
unnatural phenomenon of a 110-mile-an-hour tailwind 
while the little jet fought headwinds most of the way. 
To be taken into consideration also is the disparity 
between the pressures — both mental and physical — 
that were on the pilots of the two planes. 
Finally, Colonel Schilling and his flying mate had 
to go through three ticklish air-to-air refueling 
operations in conjunction with a B-29 “tanker” plane 
over the course of the 3,300-mile flight. 
The point was to prove that these fueling opera­ 
tions are feasible under normal or abnormal flight 
conditions. Presumably Colonel Schilling and his fly­ 
ing mate gathered valuable data which will be used 
to take some of the bugs out of the process. 
The concept of long range strategic bombing 
adopted by Air Force planners calls for fighter escort 
for the Intercontinental bombers. The ultimate, of 
course, would be squadrons of jet fighters blessed with 
perpetual motion. As these are still in the same un­ 
attainable category as other “pushbutton” weapons, 
the only recourse is to do the next best thing. 
Fueling from the air seems to have been worked 
out to a fine point of precision, but it takes sweat and 
daring to sewr up all the details. 


General MacArthur has been silent since his re­ 
buke by Truman, but it would be a safe prediction 
that he has unspoken thoughts in his head. 


For A Fair Start 


Out of the work of the White House Mid-Century 
Conference has come a great deal of factual reporting 
on public and private care of children who, in one 
way or another, have been unlucky in comparison 
with most children.

Merely the listing of subcommittee assignments 
shows the scope of the interest taken in the subject. 
Here is the list: Adoption, Child Care Institutions, Fos­ 
ter Home Agencies, Unmarried Mothers, Shelter Care, 
Jurisdiction and Legal Practice, Homemaker Service. 
Both professional and lay persons worked en the 
committees. The committees called upon each other 
for help and advice. Facts were gathered, weighed, and 
recommendations made. Nothing was turned up of a 
shocking or even startling nature. No matter what 
trouble a child may be facing, there seems to be a 
public or private service willing and able to take up for 
him. 
Today, with the categories of need adequately cov­ 
ered, the emphasis has shifted. It is now placed upon 
quality of service; the development and extension of 
programs, the competence of staff workers; the in­ 
tegrating of public and private effort for best effi­ 
ciency. ' 
In all good social work nowadays one finds this 
goal; the mental and moral, as well as the physical 
well-being of the persons under care. Where unlucky 
children are concerned, the determination is to equip 
them with a fair start in life — not simply with shoes.

Survivor Of Versailles 


Only a single generation separates us from the 
signing of the Treaty of Versailles that ended World 
War I. Yet in these 31 years all but one of the signers 
have died. The death of Field Marshal Jan C. Smuts 
of the Union of South Africa leaves as the sole survivor 
86-year-old William Morris Hughes, the Australian 
premier in 1919. 
Hughes was a cantankerous individual who took 
refuge in a convenient deafness when his arguments 
met with objection. He wanted to annex the former 
German islands adjacent to Australia, and was highly 
indignant when the great powers refused, installing 
the mandate system instead. 
For some reason Hughes h a s resisted th e urge, 
overwhelming to most people who take p a rt in g re a t 
events, to vindicate themselves on p ap e r. His re m in ­ 
iscences would make an interesting c o n trib u tio n to 
history. 


Battle Flags Of Peace 


Most Americans know e ith e r n o th in g or very 
little about the war with Mexico in 1847. But south of 
the border they have never forgotten that war. 
To this day one of the sacred places in Chapul- 
tepec Castle in Mexico City is the room dedicated 
to the Mexican cadets who fought the “North American 
invaders” in one of the most dramatic battles of the 
war. There repose relics of the war. revered by all 
Mexicans who visit the castle. 
And so when the United States returns 69 battle 
flags captured by the Americans in the Mexican War 
tcufhe Mexican government, this is more than a ges­ 
ture. To patriotic Mexicans it is a real expression of 
friendship. 
It is not a waste of words to say that these battle 
flags become really flags of peace, drawing Mexico and 
the United States into closer rapport.

blocked the waste products in 
the blood a p held back and 
sooner or later signs of urem ia de­ 
velop. This is a toxic condition 
because retained m aterials have a 
poisonous effect upon the system. 
Should the renal organs again begin 
to work these agents are elim inated 
and the health of the individual 
returns. 
It is not an easy m atter to stim u­ 
late renal function after uremia sets 
in. We do a better job now than 
in the past but the percentage of 
cures is not high enough to crow 
about. Research continues, however, 
and one of the most novel ideas cen­ 
ters about an artificial kidney. This 
concept is not new but little head­ 
way has been m ade because of m any 
technical difficulties. A good exam ­ 
ple is Abel’s experim ent of more 
th an 30 years ago. He removed a 
portion of the blood from the body, 
separated the cells from the liquid, 
and then returned the cells to the 
circulation. The procedifre was log­ 
ical because poisonous agents are 
carried in the fluid and not in the 
cells. B ut the blood kept clotting; 
consequently the procedure was not 
only im practical but dangerous. 


W ith the discovery of heparin and 
dicumarol, drugs th a t prevent clot­ 
ting of the blood, this handicap was 
removed. A D utch and a C anadian 
scientist, 
working 
independently, 
were the first to take advantage of 
the innovation. They shunted hepar- 
inized blood from an artery directly 
into a cellophane tube I to 2 inches 
in diam eter and 30 to 45 yards long. 
The entire tubular network is w rap­ 
ped around a cylinder which in turn 
is immersed in a special rinsing fluid 
containing a solution of sodium, 
potassium, calcium, and magnesium. 
The cellophane m em brane is porous 
to waste products but holds back 
protein and red cells. 
The process sounds better than it 
actually is because only a sm all 
am ount of waste is elim inated as 
th e blood goes th ru the circuit. The 
principle is sound, however, and, al­ 
tho the results have not been as 
helpful 
as anticipated, 
continued 
research is w arranted by the good 
response in some cases. At least, by 
modifying th e technic and m aking 
im provements, the m achine Is be­ 
coming more efficient and fewer u n ­ 
desirable side reactions are noted. 


Dr. John B. M errill of Boston 
has used an artificial kidney in a 
series of 120 cases and is still en­ 
thusiastic. He cites several instances 
in which it was attached until the 
patient wfas pulled out of a critical 
kidney condition. M any of his u re­ 
m ia patients became less nauseated 
and stopped vomiting. They lost the 
dull headache, became more alert, 
and often regained the feeling of 
well being. 
* 
It m ust be emphasized th at the 
machine is only a tem porary m eas­ 
ure and more improvements m ust 
be made to increase its safety. F ur­ 
therm ore. 
it 
is 
conceivable 
th at 
m any cases in which it was employ­ 
ed m ight have responded to m edi­ 
cine, diet, and the restriction of salt. 
Nevertheless, even tho the device 
rem ains experim ental, with m any 
wrinkles to be ironed out and tech­ 
nical^ difficulties to be overcome, the 
fact th a t it is still in use after four 
years is encouraging.

WASHINGTON — Last week it 
was revealed th a t GOP Congress­ 
m an W alter Brehm of M illersport, 
Ohio, had been taking salary kick­ 
backs from Mrs! Clara Soliday, a- 
70-year-old lady who worked in his 
office from 1945 to 1948. 
During th at time Mrs. Soliday 
kept $200 a m onth for herself and 
paid the balance of her governm ent 
salary — around $300 a m onth — 
back to the Congressman. This is 
illegal. 
Now, additional and highly sig­ 
nificant facts have come to light 
which m ay m ake the Congressman's 
0 violation of the law even more seri­ 
ous. 
The FBI, in investigating Mr. 
B rehm ’s 
kickback 
arrangem ent, 
talked to Ray Soliday, son of Mrs. 
Soliday, who sometimes carried the 
kickback money to the Congressman. 
Because of the FBI investigation, 
Congressm an Brehm went to young 
Soliday and urged him to tell the 
FBI the same story he (Brehm) had 
told the FBI — namely, th a t he had 
paid the kickback money to the Re­ 
publican Cam paign Committee in 
the lith Congressional D istrict of 
Ohio. 
Brehm also wanted Soliday to 
agree th a t the money kicked back 
am ounted to only $1,200 during the 
three years his m other worked for 
him. Soliday refused. Actually the 
total am ount kicked back is nearer 
$10,000. 
However, the amazing thing is the 
Congressman's explanation th at the 
money was contributed to the R e­ 
publican Committee in Ohio, be­ 
cause such a contribution is a viola­ 
tion of the Corrupt Practices Act. 
Money paid to a Congressman for 
clerical hire is paid by the tax ­ 
payers to help him serve his consti­ 
tuents back home and operate his 
office efficiently. It is not paid him 
for his personal use or to help out 
any campaign fund or party trea­ 
sury.

One of these ex­ 
poses showed how two Alabama 
businessmen, Joseph M itchell and 
Sam Ripps, had m ade m ore th an a 
million dollars selling G .I. jewelry 
to Army P X ’s during th e w ar and 
cheated

out 
of 
about h alf a million dollars of in ­ 
come taxes. 
Most significant part of the story 
was how Ripps and M itchell paid * 
$12,000 to Ben Leader of Birm ing­ 
ham , Ala., form er law partner of 
the U. S. Attorney, John Hill, who 
was scheduled to try their case. 
Although the Treasury D epart­ 
m ent had recommended crim inal 
prosecution, and though the Justice 
D epartm ent sen t the case to B irm ­ 
ingham for prosecution, U. S. At­ 
torney Hill and Justice D epartm ent 
attorneys later decided not to try 
the case. At the time this column , 
published the facts. Dec. 16. 1949, 
the case was dead and its file was 
officially stam ped “closed.’’

However, this writer was able to 
dig up and publish further facts in

Baltimore, St. Louis, Boston, Pitts­ 
burgh, and Washington, D. C. In 
some one of these cities almost every 
reader has 
relatives 
or 
friends. 
When World War III does come, 
some one or more of these ll cities 
may suffer a terrible loss of life. 
Readers who live in the Central 
West are especially fortunate and 
have nothing to fear. You are in 
“the richest in time of peace and 
safest in time of war” of any part 
the U. S. Probably every state 
has some .similar safe, productive 
and attractive sections. Readers who 
live in such places should be very 
thankful. With the above introduc­ 
tion I will sail ahead. 


What I Have Done 


For some time my statistical or­ 
ganization 
has 
been 
building a 
branch here a t New Boston, N. H. 
for use in case of World W ar III. 
We bought an old brick building 
which we could use for offices and 
several nearby homes in which we 
could house a limited num ber of 
executives. We believe th at many 
more business concerns in each of 
these vulnerable cities should do the 
same thing. We all owe it to our 
customers and clients. Most employ­ 
ers have summer places to which 
they personally could flee, but sucn 
places do not provide an emergency 
plant or emergency offices. 
I, however, have not been content 
to do only this. Hence, I have 
been picking up some old farm 
houses to which the families of our 
employees could move. These are 
from one to three miles from our 
emergency plant a t New Boston, a 
distance 
which 
could 
easily be 
covered with a horse and wagon if 
no gasoline is available! Such farm 
houses 
are 
well-built 
with all 
m odern conveniences and can be 
bought for one quarter w hat it 
would cast to build them today. 


How Far Away? 


T he authorities tell me th at to 
be absolutely safe one should be 
about 60 miles away from any of 


the above big cities. It also is im­ 
portant to be in a locality where 
there is a bountiful supply of water, 
food and fuel which makes it inde­ 
pendent of railroad transportation. 
This 
last requirement 
rules 
out 
many places which are good for 
summer residences but are not self- 
contained. Hence, I prefer a small 
acreage of fertile land which—in 
an 
emergency—could 
support 
a 
family) If it now has a house on it, 
so much the better. 
I am sure that property in these 
large cities will decline in price and 
small surrounding farms will in­ 
crease in price until peace is made 
with Russia. The purchase of such 
need not be considered an invest­ 
ment any more than an insurance 
policy is an investment. Such a 
farm would give a family wholly 
dependent thereon only a meager 
existence. 
The 
same 
time 
and 
energy spent on a city job would 
pay three times as much as if 
expended* on this farm;—but for 
employes who work in r. large city, 
it is an excellent insurance policy. 


Farms As Insurance 


This is not a recommendation that 
educated young or old people try 
to get a liking on such a farm. The 
experiment would probobly end in 
disappointment. 
Such 
farms 
are 
useful as summer homes for em­ 
ployers and executives within com­ 
muting distance, or those who have 
saved or inherited a modest nest 
egg. This, however, is an appeal 
that medium-sized corporations pro­ 
vide not only for their owners and 
the business, but also for their key 
employes and families. 
I believe that more corporations 
should buy a few of such farms 
within 20 to 60 miles of their plant. 
These farms should be fairly close 
together; they should be expected 
to pay only enough to compensate 
for maintenance and taxes. They 
should be furnished so each house 
could—in an emergency—take care 
of four families (with one central 
kitchen). I repeat: Whatever hap­ 
pens in Korea, there someday will 
be a World War III. When it comes 
some of the above cities will be 
bombed. Old employes, who have 
not the money to buy and maintain 
such places of refuge, should be 
protected in this way by their em­ 
ployers. Time to buy such farms 
is now.

The Vastness Of Chance 
A 


NSON* Phelps Stokes was im ­ 
pelled to write an encyclo­ 
pedic book on “Church and 
State in the United States.” 
And then, perhaps out of modesty, 
he wrote a prolonged preface in 
which he justifies so tremendous an 
undertaking. 
No other country has, through­ 
out the whole of the three centuries 
of its existence, been so deeply con­ 
cerned with religion and religious 
problems as those who settled upon 
this continent. We often forget that 
we have had as long an existence 
as a people before the Declaration 
of Independence as since. 
So Dr. Stokes states his 'Sixth 
reason for writing his book: 
“. . . Tile apparent th reat to the 
stability of the family as the funda­ 
m ental social unit, in certain recent' 
changes in m oral standards in the 
U nited States—due in a considerable 
degree to the lack of adequate m oral 
and religious education of youth. 
This in turn goes back in p art to 
the separation of church and state, 
and is its most, if not its only, u n ­ 
fortunate result . . . ” 


The issue raised here is par­ 
ticularly pertinent at this time 
when the United States has to 
present itself as more than a 
storehouse of mechanical gad­ 
gets to the rest of the world and 
to its own youth. Obviously, the 
concept of winning friends by 
bribery, 
gifts 
and 
dumping 
' goods, while it has produced 
some betterments in the stand- - 
ards of living of other countries, 
has not won sure friendship for 
us. Nor have we impressed the 
Asiatic nations with our per-

India, for instance, has lived for 
centuries in the ideal of Gotama, 
who, having been a prince, became 
first a beggar and then the Buddha. 
Cana people who make a god of one 
who renounced wealth for poverty 
and fame for the beggar’s bowl be­ 
come enthusiastic about nylons and 
cosmetics, wdiich can only be sym­ 
bols of physical well-being but never 
of spiritual

W hat can 
“The Voice of America” tell them 
of spiritual phases of American life 
when it is illegal to teach of God 
and of the natural law to our chil­ 
dren in our schools?

certainly to Asia, as to much of 
Europe, of a disorderly people. The 
Russians call it “hooliganism,” and 
it is not an ineffectual term. 
Often, when r listen to the radio, 
I wonder if nothing ever happens in 
America but murder. Surely, there 
is nothing elevating in the constat 
emphasis on killing, even though 
the detective story is a non-contro- 
versiai subject and the gangster 
always lose in the end. 


Children are not taught virtue 
by that means nor by the social 
recognition of legalized polyga­ 
my. Respect for parents; rever­ 
ence for age and experience and 
wisdom; the balancing of re­ 
sponsibilities 
a n d 
obligations 
against rights; humility, charity, 
Pity, compassion—these need to 
be taught not as qualities to be 
cultivated as one may desire, 
but as essential to decent living 
and as a responsibility to God. 


So, Dr. Stokes writes:

ernment, develop some wise plan to

On Keyser Span 
Ready To Start 


Fourth Phase To 
Begin This Week 


KEYSER, W. 'Va. — The fourth 
phase of the building of the Keyser- 
McCoole Bridge will begin this week. 
Concrete 
piers 
were 
the 
first 
phase; stringing of steel girders 
from pier to pier was the second; 
the third, placing wood forms for 
concrete, and fourth, placing steel 
stringers 
forming 
the 
base 
and 
inner parts of the concrete for 
pouring this week. 
Steel stringers criss-crossed on top 
of wood form foundations will form 
the knitting operation for holding 
the concrete mix. H. O. Dye, super­ 
intendent for J. M. Francesca and 
Company, 
Fayetteville. 
W. 
Va., 
which is in charge of the final 
phase of the bridge work, said con­ 
crete will be dumped into the forms 
before the week ends. 
Forms for concrete are completed 
from the Centre Street intersection 
with North Mineral Street at the 
bridge approach. 
Thousands of feet of lumber have 
been used for the forms and to 
hold these forms together, more 
than a million nails have been used. 
After the first pouring of concrete 
over the closed surface and into the 
forms, is completed, time will be 
allowed for the hardening of the 
concrete, after which the forms will 
be removed from under the surface 
of the floor of the bridge, and re­ 
moved to a point beyond the rail­ 
road. where it will be again set into 
position and be prepared for further 
use for the next morning, and this 
removal and replacing of forms will 
continue along the bridge structural 
route until concrete has been poured 
to the abutment at the Maryland 
end. 
Seven and a half inches of con­ 
crete will be placed 
for under­ 
flooring, and on top of this layer, 
two inches of asphalt will be used 
as the surface of the finished bridge 
flooring. 
Although no definite statement 
has been made by those in charge 
of the final phase of The bridge as 
to time of work completion, it Is 
the general thought that the bridge 
may not be ready for travel before 
late June or early July. 
While the work of pouring con­ 
crete is being done, rail supports 
along both sidewalks will be placed, 
and then when the concrete work is 
complete, the metal structural part 
of the bridge will be painted. 
When the bridge is completed a 
celebration will be held by officials 
of Maryland and West Virginia. The 
bridge has already been designated 
as a memorial to the veterans.

Milk Prices Rise 


Price of milk delivered to homes 
in the W ashington area rose one 
cent yesterday to 22 cents a quart, 
according to the Associated Press.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (TP) — The 
Supreme Court begins a new term 
tomorrow faced with momentous 
legal questions on communist aims 
and operations. 
The issues are raised in a series 
of appeals already before the court 
or soon to be filed. Most of them 
present in one form or another this 
basic problem of democracy: 
How to protect personal and polit­ 
ical rights gusfranteed by the Con­ 
stitution and at the same time safe­ 
guard the government’s right to 
protect itself from those who advo­ 
cate its violent overthrow. 
This problem was put before the 
nine justices in probably its most 
direct form in an appeal filed by 
the 11 communist leaders convicted 
in New York. 


Smith Act Upheld 


The U. S. Circuit Court there said 
they were engaged in a criminal 
conspiracy to teach and advocate 
violent overthrow of the govern­ 
ment. It declared their activities 
constituted 
a 
clear and 
present 
danger to national security. It up­ 
held constitutionality of the 1940 
Smith Act which makes it a crime 
to advocate forcible overthrow of 
the government. 
These points are contested in the 
appeal filed with the high court. An 
indication of possible verbal fire­ 
works to come was given by Justice 
Jackson when he overturned lower 
court findings and left the red 
leaders free on bail pending the 
appeal.

Jet Perpetual Motion 


On the face of it, the feat of an Air Corps officer 
in flying from Britain to this country nonstop in a 
jet fighter doesn’t look like much. That’s because the 
average speed attained by Col. David C. Schilling was 
less than that set by a commercial plane over«the same 
distance some time ago. And a companion plane had to 
be ditched by its pilot when it ran out of fuel over 
Labrador. Happily the pilot ‘chuted safely and was 
rescued. 
But the difference between the speeds of Colonel 
Schilling’s jet and the air liner can be disposed of by 
pointing out that the commercial plane enjoyed the 
unnatural phenomenon of a 110-mile-an-hour tailwind 
while the little jet fought headwinds mast of the way. 
To be taken into consideration also is the disparity 
between the pressures — both mental and physical — 
that were on the pilots of the two planes. 
Finally, Colonel Schilling and his flying mate had 
to go through three ticklish air-to-air refueling 
operations in conjunction with a B-29 “tanker’* plane 
over the course of the 3,300-mile flight. 
The point was to prove that these fueling opera­ 
tions are feasible under normal or abnormal flight 
conditions. Presumably Colonel Schilling and his fly­ 
ing mate gathered valuable data which will be used 
to take some of the bugs out of the process. 
The concept of long range strategic bombing 
adopted by Air Force planners calls for fighter escort 
for the intercontinental bombers. The ultimate, of 
course, would be squadrons of jet fighters blessed with 
perpetual motion. As these are still in the same un­ 
attainable category as other “pushbutton” weapons, 
the only recourse is to do the next best thing. 
Fueling from the air seems to have been worked 
out to a fine point of precision, but it takes sweat and 
daring to sew up all the details.

For A Fair Start 


Out of -the work of the White House Mid-Century 
Conference has come a great deal of factual reporting 
on public and private care of children who. in one 
way or another, have been unlucky in comparison 
with m ost children.

Merely the listing of subcommittee assignm ents 
shows the scope of the interest taken in the subject. 
Here is the list: Adoption, Child Care Institutions, Fos­ 
ter Home Agencies, Unmarried Mothers, Shelter Care, 
Jurisdiction and Legal Practice, Homemaker Service. 
Both professional and lay persons worked on the 
committees. The committees called upon each other 
for help and advice. Facts were gathered, weighed, and 
recommendations made. Nothing was turned up of a 
shocking or even startling nature. No m atter what 
trouble a child may be facing, there seems to be a 
public or private service willing and able to take up for 
him. 
Today, with the categories of need adequately cov­ 
ered, the emphasis has shifted. It is now placed upon 
quality of service; the development and extension of 
programs, the competence of staff workers: the in­ 
tegrating of public and private effort for best effi­ 
ciency. 
In all good social work nowadays one finds this 
goal: the m ental and moral, as well as the physical 
well-being of the persons under care. Where unlucky 
children are concerned, the determination is to equip 
them with a fair start in life — not simply with shoes.

Survivor Of Versailles 


Only a single generation separates us from the 
signing of the Treaty of Versailles that ended World 
War I. Yet in these 31 years all but one of the signers 
have died. The death of Field Marshal Jan C. Smuts 
of the Union of South Africa leaves as the sole survivor 
86-year-old William Morris Hughes, the Australian 
premier in 1919. 
Hughes was a cantahkerous individual who took 
refuge in a convenient deafness when his arguments 
m et with objection. He wanted to annex the former 
German islands adjacent to Australia, and was highly 
indignant when the great powers refused, installing 
the m andate system instead. 
For some reason Hughes has resisted the urge, 
overwhelming to m ost people who take part in great 
events, to vindicate them selves on paper. His remin­ 
iscences would make an interesting contribution to 
history.

It is not an easy matter to stimu­ 
late renal function after uremia sets 
in. We do a better job now than 
in the past but the percentage of 
cures is not high enough to crow 
about. Research continues, however, 
and one of the most novel ideas cen­ 
ters about an artificial kidney. This 
concept is not new but little head­ 
way has been made because of many 
technical difficulties. A good exam­ 
ple is Abel’s experiment of more 
than 30 years ago. He removed a 
portion of the blood from the body, 
separated the cells from the liquid, 
and then returned the cells to the 
circulation. The procedifre was log­ 
ical because poisonous agents are 
carried in the fluid and not in the 
cells. But the blood kept clotting; 
consequently the procedure was not 
only impractical but dangerous. 


With the discovery of heparin and 
riicumarol, drugs that prevent clot­ 
ting of the blood, this handicap was 
removed. A Dutch and a Canadian 
scientist, 
working 
independently, 
were the first to take advantage of 
the innovation. They shunted hepar- 
inized blood from an artery directly 
into a cellophane tube 1 to 2 inches 
in diameter and 30 to 45 yards long. 
The entire tubular network is wrap­ 
ped around a cylinder which in turn 
is immersed in a special rinsing fluid 
containing a solution of sodium, 
potassium, calcium, and magnesium. 
The cellophane membrane is porous 
to waste products but holds back 
protein and red cells. 
The process sounds better than it 
actually is because only a small 
amount of waste is eliminated as 
the blood goes thru the circuit. The 
principle is sound, however, and. al- 
tho the results have not been as 
helpful as anticipated, continued 
research is warranted by the good 
response in some cases. At least, by 
modifying the technic and making 
improvements, the machine Is be­ 
coming m c e efficient and fewer un­ 
desirable side reactions are noted. 


Dr. John B. Merrill of Boston 
has used an artificial kidney in a 
series of 120 cases and is still en­ 
thusiastic. He cites several instances 
in which it was attached until the 
patient was pulled out of a critical 
kidney condition. Many of his ure­ 
mia patients became less nauseated 
and stopped vomiting. They lost the 
dull headache, became more alert, 
and often regained the feeling of 
well being. 
* 
It must be emphasized that the 
machine is only a temporary meas­ 
ure and more improvements must 
be made to increase its safety. Fur­ 
thermore, it is conceivable that 
many cases in which it was employ­ 
ed might have responded to medi­ 
cine, diet, and the restriction of salt. 
Nevertheless, even tho the device 
remains experimental, with many 
wrinkles to be ironed out and tech- 
nicalt difficulties to be overcome, the 
fact that it is still in use after four 
years is encouraging.

WASHINGTON — Last week it 
was revealed that GOP Congress­ 
man Walter Brehm of Millersport, 
Ohio, had been taking salary kick­ 
backs from Mrs! Clara Solidav, a- 
70-year-old lady who worked in his 
office from 1945 to 1948. 
During that time Mrs. Soliday 
kept $200 a month for herself and 
paid the balance of her government 
salary — around $300 a month — 
back to the Congressman. This is 
illegal. 
Now, additional and highly sig­ 
nificant facts have come to light 
which may make the Congressman's 
9 violation of the law even more seri­ 
ous. 
The FBI, in investigating Mr. 
Brehm’s 
kickback 
arrangement, 
talked to Ray Soliday, son of Mrs. 
Soliday, who sometimes carried the 
kickback money to the Congressman. 
Because of the FBI investigation, 
Congressman Brehm went to young 
Soliday and urged him to tell the 
FBI the same story he (Brehm) had 
told the FBI — namely, that he had 
paid the kickback money to the Re­ 
publican Campaign Committee in 
the 11th Congressional District of 
Ohio. 
Brehm also wanted Soliday to 
agree that the money kicked back 
amounted to only $1,200 during the 
three years his mother worked for 
him. Soliday refused. Actually the 
total amount kicked back is nearer 
$ 10,000. 
However, the amazing thing is the 
Congressman's explanation that the 
money was contributed to the Re­ 
publican Committee in Ohio, be­ 
cause such a contribution is a viola­ 
tion of the Corrupt Practices Act. 
Money paid to a Congressman for 
clerical hire is paid by the tax­ 
payers to help him serve his consti­ 
tuents back home and operate his 
office efficiently. It is not paid him 
for his personal use or to help out 
any campaign fund or party trea­ 
sury. 
» 
It will be interesting to see what, 
if anything, the Justice Department 
does with this one. 
Truman's Critic 
Explanation 
which 
the 
White 
House inner circle has put out re­ 
garding the President’s intemperate 
tirade against the Marine Corps 
is that he thought the man he was 
writing 
to — GOP Congressman 
Gordon McDonough of California — 
w as' an old artillery comrade of 
World War 1. 
However, the President, even now, 
probably doesn’t realize how badly 
he was mistaken. 
This column, wanting to know in 
what artillery unit Congressman 
McDonough served, telephoned the 
Congressman’s office. In his Con­ 
gressional biography, 
McDonough 
carefully lists his sons’ war records, 
but says nothing about his own. So 
I decided to get some details on his 
artillery service. The lady who an­ 
swered the phone, however, didn’t 
seem to understand the question. 
“What 
was 
the Congressman's 
outfit in the first war?’’ she was 
asked. 
“Oh, the Congressman's family 
have a great war record,” she re­ 
plied. “He had five sons in World 
War II. 
“Yes, but I wanted to.know about 
his own record. What was his ar­ 
tillery unit?” 
"Well, he had three sons in the 
Navy — Gordon, Jr., Thomas and 
Jam es.. 
“Yes, but what I am interested in 
is the artillery unit in which the 
Congressman himself served.” 
The secretary still ducked the 
question, still wanted to talk about 
the Congressman's children. 
Later in the day and after re­ 
peated calls to the office of the 
Republican gentleman from Cali­ 
fornia. it became apparent why his 
office was ducking. 
The Congress­ 


man, though raising cain with Tru­ 
man and though of the right mili­ 
tary age in World War I, simply did 
not * serve. He was busy, his office 
explained, working in a war plant. 
Tax Evasion 
On Dec. 16, 1949. this column be­ 
gan publication of a series of in­ 
come-tax exposes showing how po­ 
litical pull had permitted big tax­ 
payers to escape prosecution for in­ 
come-tax evasion. One of these ex­ 
poses showed how two Alabama 
businessmen, Joseph Mitchell and 
Sam Ripps, had made more than a 
million dollars selling G.I. jewelry 
to Army PX’s during the war and 
cheated the government out of 
about half a million dollars of in­ 
come taxes. 
Most significant part of the story 
was how Ripps and Mitchell paid # 
$12,000 to Ben Leader of Birming­ 
ham, Ala., former law partner of 
the U. S. Attorney, John Hill, who 
was scheduled to try their case. 
Although the Treasury Depart­ 
ment had recommended criminal 
prosecution, and though the Justice 
Department sent the case to Birm­ 
ingham for prosecution, U. S. At­ 
torney Hill and Justice Department 
attorneys later decided not to try 
the case. At the time this column , 
published the facts, Dec. 16. 1949, 
the case was dead and its file was 
officially stamped “closed.” 


Plea Of Guilty 
However, this writer was able to 
dig up and publish further facts in 
the case showing how Mitchell and 
Ripps followed a system of letting 
their 
small 
checks 
and 
cash 
accumulate. 
Then, when a large 
check came in for PX jewelry, they 
deposited the accumulated small 
checks and cash to the same amount 
of the big check, to make it appear 
that the big check had been cashed. 
Actually the big check was convert­ 
ed to a cashier’s check and sent by 
roundabout way through the Jeffer­ 
son Investment Co., of St. Louis, 
controlled by Mitchell, to the Para­ 
mount Check Cashing Company in 
New York. 
When these and other facts were 
published, the Justice Department 
reopened the case, transferring it 
away from U. S. Attorney Hill in 
Birmingham. 
All this was nearly one year ago. 
Last week, Ripps and Mitchell 
walked into court and pled guilty. 
U. S. Judge John McDuffie senten­ 
ced them to two and a half and 
three years respectively. And the 
U. S. Attorney in Birmingham, who 
incidentally issued vigorous denials 
wrhen my first column was published, 
had stanchly maintained that it 
would be impossible Jo get a convic­ 
tion. 


NEW BOSTON. N. H., Oct. 1.—In 
view of the Korean situation I wish 
to repeat some advice w’hich I have 
given before. It is not written for 
those who live in small self-sustain­ 
ing cities or rural communities. 
Rather, I am writing for those in 
New York. Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Detroit, 
Los 
Angeles, 
Cleveland, 
Baltimore, St. Louis, Boston, Pitts­ 
burgh, and Washington, D. C. In 
some one of these cities almost every 
reader has 
relatives 
or 
friends. 
When World War III doe? come, 
some one or more of these 11 cities 
may suffer a terrible loss of life. 
Readers who live in the Central 
West are especially fortunate and 
have nothing to fear. You are in 
“the richest in time of peace and 
safest in time of war” of any part 
o^ the U. S. Probably every state 
has some -similar safe, productive 
and attractive sections. Readers who 
live in such places should be very 
thankful. With the above introduc­ 
tion I will sail ahead. 


What 1 Have Done 


For some time my statistical or­ 
ganization 
has 
been 
building a 
branch here at New Boston. N. H. 
for use in case of World War III. 
We bought an old brick building 
which we could use for offices and 
several nearby homes in which we 
could house a limited number of 
executives. We believe that many 
more business concerns in each of 
these vulnerable cities should do the 
same thing. We all owe it to our 
customers and clients. Most employ­ 
ers have summer places to which 
they personally could flee, but sucn 
places do not provide an emergency 
plant or emergency offices. 
I, however, have not been content 
to do only this. Hence, I have 
been picking up some old farm 
houses to which the families of our 
employees could move. These are 
from one to three miles from our 
emergency plant at New Boston, a 
distance 
which 
could 
easily be 
covered with a horse and wagon if 
no gasoline is available! Such farm 
houses 
are 
well-built 
with all 
modern conveniences and can be 
bought for one quarter what it 
would cost to build them today. 
How Far Away? 
The authorities tell me that to 
be absolutely safe one should be 
about 60 miles away from any of 


the above big cities. It also is im­ 
portant to be in a locality where 
there is a bountiful supply of water, 
food and fuel which makes it inde­ 
pendent of railroad transportation. 
This 
last requirement 
rules 
out 
many places which are good for 
summer residences but are not self- 
contained. Hence, I prefer a small 
acreage of fertile land which—in 
an 
emergency-—cou’d 
support 
a 
family. If it now’ has a house on it, 
so much the better. 
I am sure that property in these 
large cities will decline in price and 
small surrounding farms will in­ 
crease in price until peace is made 
with Russia. The purchase of such 
need not be considered ah invest­ 
ment any more than an insurance 
policy is an investment. Such a 
farm would give a family wholly 
dependent thereon only a meager 
existence. 
The 
same 
time 
and 
energy spent on a city job would 
pay three times as much as if 
expended' on this farm:—but for 
employes who work in a large city, 
it is an excellent insurance policy. 


Farms As Insurance 


This is not a recommendation that 
educated young or old people try 
tp get a liting on such a farm. The 
experiment would probobly end in 
disappointment. 
Such 
farms 
are 
useful as summer homes for em­ 
ployers and executives within com­ 
muting distance, or those who have 
saved or inherited a modest nest 
egg. This, however, is an appeal 
that medium-sized corporations pro­ 
vide not only for their owners and 
the business, but also for their key 
employes and families. 
I believe that more corporations 
should buy a few of such farms 
within 20 to 60 miles of their plant. 
'These farms should be fairly close 
together; they should be expected 
to pay only enough to compensate 
for maintenance and taxes. They 
should be furnished so each house 
oould—in an emergency—take care 
of four families (with one central 
kitchen). I repeat: Whatever hap­ 
pens in Korea, there someday will 
be a World War III. When it comes 
some of the above cities will be 
bombed. Old employes, who have 
not the money to buy and maintain 
such places of refuge, should be 
protected in this way by their em­ 
ployers. Time to buy such farms 
is now.

INCHON HARBOR. KOREA.

possibly a Marine’s-eye view, 
is the only way to describe 
this reporter’s experience of 
the landing at Inchon. 
All the 
world now knows of the success of 
this crucial operation. But although 
it has no great significance, the 
story of the private landing of the 
1st and 2nd platoons of Baker 
Company of one of the Marine 
battalions Is at least human, inter­ 
esting, 
and 
in 
some 
respects 
amusing. 
The 
backdrop 
was 
a 
narrow, 
island-studded harbor all gray, un­ 
der a gray-mauve sky: The troop 
transports, with Marines pouring 
down their sides into their Higgins 
boats, huddled at the head of the 
channel. 
Cruisers and «destroyers 
’av further off shore, filling the air 
with the inexorable roaring crash 
of naval gunfire. Flights of aircraft, 
black against the overcast, marked 
the presence of the distant aircraft 
carriers. And on either side of the 
control vessel, where'the first waves 
of amphibious tanks and tractors 
were taking off like orderly squad­ 
rons of water beetles, two rocket 
ships were sending an endless terri­ 
fying rain of fire inshore. 
This reporter was accepted as a 
guest 
by 
Baker 
Compiny’s 
1st 
Platoon, who were going in with the 
first wave of ordinary landing craft. 
The boat was solid-packed with 
young Marines and their weapons, 
but the platoon commander, 1st Lt. 
George C. Chambers and Sgt. Her­ 
bert Brink <a pair of very confi­ 
dence-producing hosts) hospitably 
made space. 
Our wave took off, 
rushing forward in line, the spray 
pouring backward over us. 
The non - commissioned officers 
had done all this before, and there 
was no one on our little craft who 
did not from time to time remember 
Tarawa and Iwo, Guadalcanal ana 
all 
those 
other, 
earlier 
beache.-* 
which had preceded Inchon 
Yet 
the whole atmosphere in the littlr* 
landing craft was prepared, confi­ 
dent and—there are no other words 
—almost carefree, even w hen; we 


swerved into the smoke masking the 
beaches. 
% 
We clambered hastily' up a long 
sea wall, and discovered that we 
seemed to have established our own 
private beachhead. Murderous de­ 
fense works, trenches, machine gun 
posts and bunkers covered a long 
sandbar emplacement, separated by 
a lagoon from the wildly flaming 
buildings of Inchon. But the beach 
defenses seemed utterly deserted. 
There was no soul in sight except 
our partner platoon, marching off 
briskly along the sandbar in the 
smoke-darkened dusk. Perhaps be­ 
cause there seemed nothing better 


NSOI'f Phelps Stokes was im­ 
pelled to write an encyclo­ 
pedic book on “Church and 
State in the United States.” 
And then, perhaps out of modesty, 
he wrote a prolonged preface in 
which he justifies so tremendous an 
undertaking. 
No other country has, through­ 
out the whole of the three centuries 
of its existence, been so deeply con­ 
cerned with religion and religious 
problems as those who settled upon 
this continent. We often forget that 
we have had as long an existence 
as a people before the Declaration 
of Independence as since. 
So Dr. Stokes states his 'Sixth 
reason for writing his book: 
. , The apparent threat to the 
stability of the family as the funda­ 
mental social unit, in certain recent' 
changes in moral standards in the 
United States—due in a considerable 
degree to the lack of adequate moral 
and religious education of youth. 
This in turn goes back in part to 
the separation of church and state, 
and is its most, if not its only, un­ 
fortunate result . . . ” 


The issue raised here is par­ 
ticularly pertinent at this time 
when the United States has to 
present itself as more than a 
storehouse of mechanical gad­ 
gets to the rest of the world and 
to its own youth. Obviously, the 
concept of winning friends by 
bribery, 
gifts 
and 
dumping 
1 goods, while it has produced 
some betterments in the stand- - 
ards of living of other countries, 
has not won sure friendship for 
us. Nor have we impressed the 
Asiatic nations with our per- 


night, the less said the better—the 
men huddled together in heaps for 
to do. our platoon set off after it at ^ warmth in the drizzle, and trying to 
a purposeful half run. 
The incidents of the night that 
followed are a trifle blurred, but 
there are some that still stand oul. 
There was a long crawl, into some­ 
times llame-shot darkness, across a 
0 breakwater 
that 
connected 
o u r 
sandbar 
with 
Inchon, 
where 
a 
sniper had a tendency to grow 
interested in any too visible sil­ 
houette. There was the even longer 
wait, in dew -damp vegetation, while 
a machine gun somewhere rattled 
peevishly* and the platoon ahead 
engaged a 
party of the enemy 
strongly established in a small stone 
building. 
There was the gathering sense 
that our landing craft wave leader 
had taken us to a very wrong beach 
—as indeed he had. And there was 
the long, stumbling walk back with 
the 1st platoon's young runner, Pfc. 
Jack Lait, to find “where the hell 
the other Marines is at.” There 
were the failure to find any other 
Marines; and the whispered con­ 
sultation of 
the platoon leaders 
peering at too small maps under a 
poncho; 
an the trudging return 
march along the sandbar. 
There was the moment when the 
1st 
Fla toon 
flushed 
six 
North 
Korean soldiers from a 
bunker, 
whence the little men came stum­ 
bling out, dim shapes in the gloom, 
ostentatiously clapping their hands 
above their neads. 
Finally, there 
was the last long trudge to a place 
where we could establish a good 
defensive perimeter. 
Of the short remainder of the 


sleep 
in 
the 
enemy’s 
trenches, 
which was like dozing off in a 
rock-filled bathtub. 
At the first 
pale, welcome glimmer of dawn, the 
1st and 2nd Platoons cleaned their 
weapons and reconnoitered, poking 
long sticks into previously invisible 
bunkers, and flushing out ten more 
hidden, 
starving 
North Koreans. 
Then the Marines briskly prepared 
to join the big attack inland. 
“Well,” said Sgt. Brink in a tone 
of 
judicious 
summing 
up, 
“no 
S.O.B. can say he hit this 
damn 
beach before we did.” 
J t was all immensely unlike Tar­ 
awa; immensely lucky (for the two 
platoons would simply have 
been 
wiped out if the beach defenses had 
not been unforseeably almost aban­ 
doned); and immensely character­ 
istic of the faintly ludicrous muddle 
which is an inevitable part of war. 
Yet perhaps this odd night’s work 
had a certain meaning after all. 
For it surely meant something that 
as they gathered their gear for the 
larger battle, my hosts for the night 
seemed fresher and more enthusi­ 
astic than ever.

as the fundamental social unit.” 


And tills currently presses upon 
us in our effort to wdn friends and 
allies in a defense against an enemy 
who highlights our weakness. Our 
divorces> murders, exaggerated sex 
emphasis 
give 
the 
impression, 
certainly to Asia, as to much of 
Europe, of a disorderly people. The 
Russians call it “hooliganism,” and 
it Is not an ineffectual term. 
Often, when I listen to the radio, 
I wonder if nothing ever happens in 
America but murder,. Surely, there 
is nothing elevating in the constam 
emphasis on killing, even though 
the detective story is a non-contro- 
versial subject and the gangsters 
always lose in the end. 


Children are not taught virtue 
by that means nor by the social 
recognition of legalized polyga­ 
my. Respect for parents; rever­ 
ence for age and experience and 
wisdom; the balancing of re­ 
sponsibilities 
a n d 
obligations 
against rights; humility, charity, 
pity, compassion—these need to 
' 
be taught not as qualities to be 
cultivated as one may desire, 
but as essential to decent living 
and as a responsibility to God.

Concrete Work 
On Keyser Span 
Ready To Start 


Fourth Phase To 
Begin This Week 


KEYSER, W. ~Va. — The fourth 
phase of the building of the Keyser- 
McCoole Bridge will begin this week. 
Concrete 
piers 
were 
the 
first 
phase; stringing of steel girders 
from pier to pier was the second; 
the third, placing wood forms for 
concrete, and fourth, placing steel 
stringers 
forming the 
base 
and 
inner parts of the concrete for 
pouring this week. 
Steel stringers criss-crossed on top 
of wood form foundations will form 
the knitting operation for holding 
the concrete mix. H. O. Dye, super­ 
intendent for J. M. Francesca and 
Company, 
Fayetteville, 
W. 
Va., 
which is in charge of the final 
phase of the bridge work, said con­ 
crete will be dumped into the forms 
before the week ends. 
Forms for concrete are completed 
from the Centre Street intersection 
with North Mineral Street a t the 
bridge approach. 
Thousands of feet of lumber have 
been used for the forms and to 
hold these forms together, more 
than a million nails have been used. 
After the first pouring of concrete 
over the closed surface and into the 
forms, is completed, time will be 
allowed for the hardening of the 
concrete, after which the forms will 
be removed from under the surface 
of the floor of the bridge, and re­ 
moved to a point beyond the rail­ 
road, where it will be again set into 
position and be prepared for further 
use for the next morning, and this 
removal and replacing of forms will 
continue along the bridge structural 
route until concrete has been poured 
to the abutm ent at the Maryland 
end. 
Seven and a half inches of con­ 
crete will be placed for under­ 
flooring, and on top of this layer, 
two inches of asphalt will be used 
as the surface of the finished bridge 
flooring. 
Although no definite statem ent 
has been made by those in charge 
of the final phase of The bridge as 
to time of work completion, it Is 
the general thought th at the bridge 
may not be ready for travel before 
late June or early July. 
While the work of pouring con­ 
crete is being done, rail supports 
along both sidewalks will be placed, 
and then when the concrete work is 
complete, the metal structural part 
of the bridge will be painted. 
When the bridge is completed a 
celebration will be held by officials 
of Maryland and West Virginia. The 
bridge has already been designated 
as a memorial to the veterans.
